Champ is listed in directories 
as living at 5657 Country Day 
lane, Berkeley, as is his son, 
Joseph, another of the five vil- 
lage trustees. 

Neither of the Champs is reg- 
istered to vote in the village. | 
County Election Board records | 
show they were registered at | 
the Berkeley address until Oct. | 
14, 1959, when their names were 
struck off in a canvass. The 
village was incorporated Jan. 14, 
1959, and the Champs were | 
elected trustees the following | 
April 7. | 

Looking Into Background. | 

Prosecutor Anderson said his | 
office was looking into the entire 
legal background of the village, 
in line with instructions given to 
the grand jury last Thursday by | 
Circuit Judge Douglas L. C. | 
Jones. 

“We are going into the ques- 
tion of whether the village is) 
being properly operated and 
' whether there are any law viola- 
tions,” Anderson said. “Our 
findings then will be presented 
to the jury.” 

Judge Jones instructed the 
jury to consult Anderson about 
the Champ situation, saying “‘it 
might be interesting to inquire 
as to whether the newest of 
county niunicipalities actually is 
a village under the law and 
whether the grand jury as a con- 
stituted body can or should do 
anything about this municipality 
and its future plans.” 

Bangert, who lives off Creve 
Coeur Mill road in the village, 
insisted that all the trustees 
were qualified because they own

Addressing the seventn con- 
ference of parliamentarians from 
15 North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization countries, Stahr said: 

“The American people feel 
strongly some of the naticns 
could and should do considerably 
more to strengthen the common 
defense.” 

“Nuclear and _ conventional 
power are complementary,” he 
declared. “‘Both are absolutely 
essential to make. deterrence 
credible. Both are absolutely es- 
sential to defeat aggression 
which might be attempted in 
spite of deterrence.” 

Red Army Objective. 


Stahr said that in the event of 
war in Europe one major Red 
army objective would be to over- 
run Western Europe. 

“It must be stopped,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and so promptly that 
western Europe is not turned 
into a devastated area under 
enemy control. 

‘‘The armies of the Soviet can- 
not thus be stopped except by 
major mobile ground, air and 
naval forces capable of meeting 
a strong initial Soviet sortie and 
effectively repulsing it. Stop 
them we must. Stca them we 
will.” 

Stahr added, ‘tn so doing we 
will not use a sledge hammer to 
smash a fly. We will use the 
level of counterforce clearly ef- 
ficient to halt aggression in its 
tracks. We will certainly use 
nothing less.’ 

Stahr described the East-West 
struggle as ‘‘essentially a con- 
flict between a humane civiliza- 
tion and totalitarianism, between 
the rule of law and the law of 
the jungle, between a _ society 
based on consent and a society 
based on coercion.” 

Cites Buildup in Europe. 

Allied Supreme Commander 
Gen. Lauris Norstad said that 
by Jan. 1, 1962, the effectiveness 
of the NATO forces in central 
Europe will have been increased 
by more than 25 per cent since 
the beginning of the Berlin 
crisis.

Administration candidates were 
elected to fill 130 seats ‘in Parlia- 
ment, assuring the 73-year-old 
Salazar another tour years of 
rule. He has controlled Portugal 
for 33 years. 

Despite the early opposition, 
the campaign was relatively 
quiet until Friday when Portu- 
guese rebel leader Capt. Henrique 
Galvao, the man who seized the 
ship Santa Maria, engineered the 
commandeering of a Tangier- 
Lisbon airliner with 12 passen- 
gers aboard.

‘The Governor knew what the 
financial situation was in the 
mental health field, and he was 
fell put out over Dr. Duval’s 
stand,” King said. He added 
that Dr, Duval accepted ‘‘under 
duress” the reduction of the 
amount of money he had re- 
quested.” 

“It will be interesting to see 
what excuse the Governor gives 
for sending the Highway Patrol 
in to investigate the institutions 
while Dr. Duval was out of the 
country.” King continued. 

‘Very Petty Thing.’ 

“This is. very petty,” King 
said.

‘NEW TRIAL RULED 
OUT IN COUNTY 
TAX OFFICE SUN

fused today to order a new trial 
in circuit court on the legality of 
the St. Louis County Revenue 

Department. 
The court said Tillman Hardy, 
president of the St. Louis County 


Citizens: Committee for Self- 
Government, had not supplied 
sufficient evidence in his petition 
to warrant a hearing. Hardy did 
not back up with facts his con- 
tention that the Revenue Depart- 
ment was unconstitutional, the 
court said. 

In another action, the court 
agreed to determine whether the 
Normandy School District could 
sell its junior college to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. Fred R. 
Small, president of the board, 
was given 30 days to file an 
answer as to why he should not 
go ahead with the sale. 

The court denied a writ of 
mandamus to Paul W. Preisler, 
St. Louis attorney and univer- 
sity proiessor, who was seeking 
a ruling on constitutionality of 
the state’s new congressional re- 
districting law. Preisler will be 
permitted to file a new suit in 
circuit court, 

In the Revenue Department 
case, Circuit Judge Noah Wein- 
stein of St. Louis county earlier 
dismissed Hardy’s petition. It 
contended that the department 
was invalid because. charter 
amendments creating it were 
passed illegally. 

Hardy. said the amendmenis 
were vague, in conflict with 
other measures on the same 
ballot and denied him the right 
to help elect an assessor and 
collector. The amendment was 
approved last November. 

Failed to Satisty Rules. 

In upholding Weinstein’s de- 
cision the Supreme Court said 
Hardy failed to comply with its 
rules which require him to in- 
clude in his brief the reasons 
why he thought the lower court 
erred. The Supreme Court cannot 
search the record for these er- 
rors, it said. *‘To do so would 
impose upon it the duty of act- 
ing as counsel for appellant.” 

The conviction of Tad Odum 
for the murder of two men in 
their home near De Soto on July 
22, 1959, was reversed by the 
court and remanded, 


The court said the conviction 
of Odum, who was about 93 
years old at the time, was based 
on circumstantial evidence not 
sufficient to prove his guilt. 

Two Died in Fire. 

Odum, who lived in a trailer 
near De Soto, was sentenced to 
life in prison after being found 
guilty of homicide in the perpe- 
tration of arson. The elderly 
man was accused of starting a 
fire which caused the deaths of 
Julius Friedmeyer and Charles 
von Damme, both in their 80s. 

The Supreme Court said the 
State in its case had proved only 
opportunity and motive, which 
were not enough. It did not 
prove the fire was of incendiary 
origin nor that Odum was the 
incendiary, the court said. 

The court reduced by $8500 a 
judgment awarded to Wallace W. 
Humes, a jockey, for injuries 
suffered when bitten by a horse 
in March 1959. 

The court said the $32,000 
awarded by a St. Louis circuit 
court jury was excessive. Al- 
though the leg injury was seri- 
ous and painful, Hume ‘‘has not 
lost a leg and, even though he 
has permanent injury, he has not 
lost the use of a leg,” the court 
said. 

The judgment was against Dr. 
Carmen N. Salerno of Charbopo- 
nier road, St. Louis county, own- 
er of the race horse.

education. G. Mennen Williams, 
Assistant Secretary of State for 

African Affairs, said today 

Williams, tormer 
governor of Michigan, addressed 
the centennial convocation of the 
American Association of Land- 
Grant Colleges and Universities. 
The Morrill Act donating federal 
land for higher education was 
signed by President Abraham 
Lincoln in 1862. 

‘During my travels throughout 
, Africa, I was struck by the burn- 
ing desire of the peoples there 
for education,’’ Williams said. 

At a conference with college 
and university presidents last 
night, Williams asked their help 
in a State Department drive to 
**make our Foreign Service truly 
representative of the American 
people’? by recruiting more Ne- 
gro and other non-white Foreign 
Service officers 

To Advantage of U.S. 

“We are doing this because it 
is right,” Williams told an audi- 
ence that included many Negro 
college and university presidents. 
“But also we are doing it be- 
cause, in a world where two 
thirds of the people are non- 
white it is to the advantage of 
the United States to show we 
are a multi-racial nation.” 

When President Kennedy as- 
sumed office, Williams said, a 
survey of the State Department 
indicated there were only 17 
Negroes in the Foreign Service 
and six in the Foreign Service 
reserve. In the last 10 months, 
three more have been brought 
in. 

‘Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
is determined to give us a serv- 
ice which is truly representa- 
tive,’’ he said. “This means en- 
couraging Negroes in colleges 
and universities that there 
really is an opportunity. 
want to have them as career 
people.” 

Recruiting by Industry.

The annual fund-raising cam- 
paign of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society opened today 
with the delivery of Christmas 
Seals to 240,000 homes in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county 


Theme of the fifty-fifth annual 
drive is ‘Protect the Family 
Circle—Use Christmas Seals and 
Fight TB.”’ 

Leonard Hornbein, Tuberculo- 
sis Society president, said that 
last year there were 562 new, 
active cases of tuberculosis dis- 
covered in the city and county 
In addition, he said, 104 persons 
from this area died of #uber- 
culosis iast year. 

“The most startling thing is 
that in several areas of the city 
and county, for the first time in 
years, tuberculosis has actually 
been found to be on the rise,”’ 
Hornbein ‘said. 

“The seriousness of this dis- 
ease aS a community health 
problem in all areas of the city 
and county cannot be 
stressed,’ Hornbein said.

problem is here and the onl 
way it ean be controlled and 
someday eradicated is by every- 
one realizing it is here and doing 
something about it.’ 

Funds raised in the annual 
drive are used to support the 
Tuberculosis Society’s work in 
case finding, health education, 
research and rehabilitation. The 
society’s X-ray unit and tuber- 
culin patch testing program 
reached more than 120,000 per- 
sons in this area last year, a 
spokesman tor the organization 
said 

About 1,400,000 pieces of free 
literature on good health were 
distributed by the society and 
54,000 persons were reached 
through the society’s program of 
lectures and film showings. 

In the field of research, the 
society continued its support of 
the pulmonary function labora- 
tory at Kocn Hospital and paid 
for the installation of a new 
photofluorographic unit at Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital. The society 
maintains a statistical research 
bureau to designate areas of 
high tuberculosis incidence. 

Last year's Christmas Seal 
campaign raised $211,186, repre- 
senting 82 per cent of the or- 
ganization’s gross receipts in 
1960 of $256,583.

The Old Post Office 


Frank Hilliker’s letter (Nov. 7) is 
interesting but ignores several facts. 

The National Park Service (a bu- 
reau of Secretary Udall’s Interior 
Department) has through its Na- 
tional Survey of Historic Sites and 
Buildings, studied the Old Post Of- 
fice in the past year and has recom- 
mended against preserving the 
building because the survey con- 
cludes the building does not have 
sufficient historical or architectural 
significance. 

A few local people say the Fed- 
eral Government should give the 
building to the city. The city ad- 
ministration has clearly indicated it 
wouldn’t take it even as a gift be- 
cause of the huge cost of upkeep in- 
volved—the same reason the Fed- 
eral Government is abandoning the 
structure, 

Mayor Tucker and the Board of 
Aldermen (unanimously) recom- 
mend the block be redeveloped along 
the lines suggested in the Washing- 
ton U. School of Architecture study 
we sponsored—with a high-rise 
building occupying about one-third 
of the site, and the balance as an 
open plaza or park. This plan has 
strong community-wide support. 

Even Landmarks Association has 
not gone on record favoring reten- 
tion of the Old Post Office. Their 
publicly-stated position is: ‘‘Future 
use of the site should only be in ac- 
cord with good planning principles 
and should be devoted to whatever 
will best serve the public interest. 
Preserving the existing building 
would satisfy that requirement but 
so also would other projected re- 
uses.” 

Federal agencies begin moving 
out of the Old Post Office and into 
the new Federal Building at 15th 
and Market on Nov. 17, leaving only 
the Central Station post office in 
the building. The Post Office De- 
partment on Nov. 1 advertised for 
bids to lease space elsewhere in 
the core area for a new Central Sta- 
tion facility. Thus, within the next 
year the Old Post Office Building 
will have been completely vacated, 
at which time the Government has 
said it will sell it. 

We already know there will be at 
least several highly responsible de- 
velopers submitting bids. All of 
them have indicated their willing- 
ness to redevelop the block leaving 
considerable open space. The eco- 
nomics of the plan to ‘‘rehabilitate”’ 
the present structure on a commer- 
cial basis are basically unsound—a 
fact we believe will be abundantly 
evident when competitive bids are 
submitted and those from the ‘‘pres- 
ervationists’” are conspicuous by 
their scarcity.

Jaywalking Students 

Our city’s pedestrian safety law is 
now effective and there should be 
little doubt that earnest enforcement 
will save many lives in the future. 

There is, however, still an exist- 
ing pedestrian exposure so fla- 
grantly dangerous it is miraculous 
that many deaths have not resulted. 
I refer to the stretch of West Pine 
boulevard, between Grand and Van- 
deventer, where every school day 
hundreds of St. Louis University 
students jaywalk across West Pine 
boulevard, at every conceivable 
point.

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Sabotage in Illinois 


The Republican-controlled Mlinois Senate 
is guilty of disgraceful obstructionism in re- 
jecting two of Gov. Kerner’s three nominees 
for the new state Fair Employment Practices 
Commission. Legislation creating the FEPC 
was passed last spring after 20 years of effort. 
Until the current session of the Assembly the 
Senate managed to block House-approved bills 
in five successive sessions at Springfield. It 
concurred in House action last May by a mar- 
gin of two votes. 

Now the Senate is refusing to permit im- 
plementation of the legislation. Several days 
ago it turned down Earl R. Dickerson, a prom- 
inent Chicago Negro lawyer. Shortly after- 
ward the Senate’s Executive Committee re- 
fused to approve Ralph Helstein, president 
of the United Packinghouse Workers of Amer- 
ica. Since the committee vote was along 
party lines the full Senate will almost cer- 
tainly ratify the action, as it did in the Dick- 
erson case. 

a s . 

The ostensible reason for rejecting the 
nominees appears to be a flimsy cover for the 
real reasons. The opposition to Mr. Dicker- 
son was led by State Senator Paul Broyles of 
Mt. Vernon, author of a loyalty oath for teach- 
ers and other public employes. Mr. Dicker- 
son was accused of having been associated at 
various times with organizations later cited as 
subversive by the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee; he denied wrongdoing. Mr. 
Helstein was opposed because he “failed to 
rid his union” of persons attacked by the 
same committee. 


What are the real reasons, beyond the obvi- 
ous attempt to sabotage? They are suggested 
by a little background. One of the most ef- 
fective promoters of FEPC in Illinois has been 
Charles Percy, chairman of Bell & Howell, 
who is nationally-known as a vigorous young 
liberal Republican. Mr. Percy has been try- 
ing to broaden the base of the party in the 
state by breaking the Democratic hold on 
Chicago Negro voters.

So Mr. Percy and James Worthy, a former 
Sears, Roebuck executive who heads the new- 
ly-formed Republican Citizens League of Illi- 
nois, took it upon themselves to defend Mr, 
Dickerson, but to no avail. It is inconceivable 
that Messrs. Percy and Worthy were hood- 
winked; they certainly know Mr. Dicker- 
sons’ background and believe that it is in no 
way subversive. So there must be other ex- 
planations for the opposition of the Senate 
majority, and one of them is the desire of the 
Old Guard Republicans to retain control of 
the party. They do not want to let any of 
their power slip into the hands of progres- 
sives like Mr. Percy. 

The Senate has not yet acted on the nomi- 
nee for FEPC chairman, who is Charles Gray, 
a Bell & Howell executive, but it has already 
caused damage enough. The G.O.P. Old Guard 
has reasserted its opposition to FEPC; rejected 
a Governor’s nomination for the first time in 
10 years, and scotched an effort to liberalize 
the party and improve its position in Illinois. 
It appears that Mr. Percy and like-minded 
Republicans face a long uphill fight. 


Leftist and Business Man 


Julio Arosemena, new President of Ecuador, 
says he will continue diplomatic relations with 
Cuba. He adds that he visited Russia last 
summer to demonstrate that Ecuador “is a 
free and sovereign country.” Mr. Arosemena’s 
remarks may trouble North Americans, but 
they were intended for domestic consumption, 
and do not necessarily establish any pattern 
for Ecuadorian relations with the United 
States. 

The former Vice President, who succeeded 
Jose Maria Velasco Ibarra after signs of re- 
volt, is both a leftist and a prosperous busi- 
ness man. This is no longer much of a contra- 
diction in Latin American politics. To win 
popular support in a time of social revolution 
and demands for economic independence, a 
Latin leader must stand for social reform and 
nationalism. An independent course in foreign 
affairs often seems the least expensive way 
of demonstrating independence from the 
United States, and the best way of stilling 
opposition to stern domestic measures. After 
all, avowed leftists are in office in a half 
dozen republics with varied domestic policies 
and without detriment to inter-American re- 
lations. 

If President Arosemena meant that he 
would bring Ecuador into close political align- 
ment with Cuba or with the Communist bloc, 
Washington would have to review its relations 
with Ecuador. But the new President did not 
say that, and the United States can properly 
judge him only by his actions in office. 


After the Hopkins-W att Case 


The Hopkins-Watt dispute in St. Louis coun- 
ty provides occasion for supporters of the new 
Department of Revenue to ask for a progress 
report on the merit system under which the 
department is supposed to operate. They may 
be disappointed in the answers they get, and 
we are not referring to Revenue Director 
Hopkins’s dismissal of Collector Watt. 

Mr. Watt placed first in the merit system 
examination and Mr. Hopkins hired him, 
although he could have hired either the No. 2 
or No. 3 man. Mr. Hopkins kept Mr. Watt on 
for the full six months of the latter’s proba- 
tionary employment, but declined to offer a 
permanent appointment, as was his right. So 
far as we can determine, Mr. Hopkins stayed 
within the rules in his dealings with Mr. Watt. 
If there is a “rape” of the merit system in the 
county, the Watt case does not prove it. 


A far bigger problem, in our judgment, is 
the failure of the Civil Service Commission 
to put the merit system into operation in the 
new department. Only two of the 171 regular 
employes hold their jobs by virtue of a merit- 
system appointment. They are the Assessor 
and his Deputy. The remainder are patronage 
people who are classified as temporary em- 
ployes pending the time when an employe 
classification and pay structure is confirmed 
by the Commission and approved by the 
County Council. 

One of -ir. Watt's complaints agafnst Direc- 
tor Hopkins was that the latter hired and 
fired people within his office, including his 
own secretary, either on short notice or with- 
out reference to him. Taking Mr. Watt’s word 
for it, this was possible only because the 
Commission had not got the merit system into 
operation in the department. If it had, a great 
deal more stability of employment could be 
expected than evidently is the case at present. 

Admittedly the Commission has had only 
six months to put the merit system into effect; 


it has classified jobs and determined the pay 
structure itself in an effort to save the cost 
of hiring outside consultants and, since Aug. 
15, it has been hiring “extra” employes on 
merit. About 42 of the 91 extra clerks have 
been hired on merit. But the bulk of the work 
remains to be done, and this task deserves top 
priority. . 


Senator Fulbright Talks Sense 


Senator J. William Fulbright is using the 
period when Congress is away from Wash- 
ington to explain to his constituents in Arkan- 
sas some of the facts of life in the 1960s, and 
it is to be hoped that those who hear him as 
he travels around the state will profit from 
the wisdom he has acquired in nearly 19 years 
of service in the nation’s capital. What he told 
the Arkansas State Chamber of Commerce 
and Associated Industries of Arkansas at 
Little Rock recently is illustrative. 


Mr. Fulbright said that a truly “tough” ap- 
proach to Communism is one that meets it 
with “every instrumentality of foreign and 
domestic policy.” Extremists who would evade 
this course by “rash adventures abroad and 
witch hunts at home,” he said, follow a line 
that “the Communists themselves would be 
the first to applaud.” Charges that clergy, 
schools and press have been infiltrated by 
Communist sympathizers compose an attitude 
that “would tend to relieve all the rest of us 
from any responsibility and would provide us 
with convenient scapegoats to blame for our 
troubles.” 


Someone asked Mr. Fulbright from the 
floor: “Is your ‘position that there is no 
danger from internal Communism?” The 
Senator’s reply was sane and sound. “That 
is not my position at all,” he said. “Of course 
there is a problem, but the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and J. Edgar Hoover have 
the responsibility for it. If you know a Com- 
munist you. should report him to the FBI.” 


This advice, we concede, will not satisfy 
the professional “anti-Communists” because 
they often do not know, and do not want to 
know, what Communism is. They often find 
it more convenient to smear policies they do 
not like with the term “Communist” than to 
fight them on rational grounds. Thus some 
doctors call Social Security medical care for 
the aged Communistic, when they really op- 
pose it because they think it will hurt their 
pocketbooks. 


As Senator Fulbright implies, confusing 
liberalism with Communism confuses the 
friend and the enemy, and is a distinct service 
to the enemy. That should be much better 
understood. 


The Spirit of Louis LaBeaume 


The name of Louis LaBeaume goes back a 
long way. The first to bear it here helped to 
organize St. Louis as a town. He held public 
office, was among the builders of the first 
railroad, and in other ways helped to lay the 
foundations of a metropolis. The contributions 
of the latest to bear the name were no less 
important. He was one of the architects of 
the 1904 world’s fair and of many public and 
private buildings. He enhanced the City Art 
Museum. His services on the City Plan Com- 
mission and the Plaza Commission presaged 
the redevelopment of St. Louis. He was a wit 
and an urbane talker, delighting in the city’s 
changes. Of the buildings around the Plaza, 
he said that they were conceived just before 
the revolution in architecture and finished 
to be scoffed at by any who would. But there 
can be no scoffing at his enlightened devotion 
to his community. It helped to shape the char- 
acter of St. Louis. 


What's In a Name? 


After Premier Khrushchev brought off the 
posthumous demotion of Joseph Stalin it was 
to be expected that a new name would ‘be 
found for Stalingrad. It is Volgograd. Stalin- 
grad was formerly Tsaritsyn; it was renamed 
in 1925 after Stalin directed the Bolsheviks 
to victory there over the White army. Most 
Americans may remember it, however, as the 
scene of the great 1942-1943 Battle of Stalin- 
grad, in which the city was destroyed by the 
Nazis. In 1943 the British presented the city 
with a sword inscribed “To the steel-hearted 
citizens of Stalingrad. .. .” The defense of 
Stalingrad was a Russian epic; where did the 
heroes now fall, at Volgograd? 


Perhaps this points up a difference between 
the Russian people and their rulers. Stalin 
(steel) was not his name, anyway. It was 
Dzhugashvili. Lenin was Ulyanev. But Khrush- 
chev was Khrushchev. Maybe he is closer to 
reality. Well, the mapmakers are rubbing out 
Stalingrad. What about Stalinabad (until 1929 
Dyushambe), Stalinirj (until 1935 Tskhinvali), 
Stalino (until 1924 Yuzovo), Stalinogorsk 
(until 1934 Bobriki) and Stalinsk (until 1932 
Kuznetsk)? There is something synthetic 
about the structure, is there not? 


Yes, indeed there is. What relation does 
this bear to the spirit that turned Von Versen 
into Enright, Berlin into Pershing, Kaiser 
into Gresham, Bismarck into South Fourth 
Street and Unter den Linden into Linden 
place? St. Louisans were supposed to hate 
the Germans in 1917 and felt compelled to 
display their patriotism. They were supposed 
to hate the Germans a generation later, too. 
But now they are supposed to be friends and 
allies of the Germans, at least the West Ger- 
mans. So it is all a little topsy-turvy, and 
possibly nothing much in a name. But we can 
still be glad there is no chance of turning 
St. Louis into Kennedyville, or anything like 
that. 


The Egg and the Statistic 


Beyond any doubt, the Department of Agri- 
culture maintains one of the grandest statisti- 
cal services on earth. Not an egg drops but 
what there is a departmental operative there 
to count it. We learn, for example, that next 
year’s eggs will come from a flock that on 
Jan. 1 will be a trifle smaller than the 340 
million potential layers in action .ast Jan. 1. 
But we take comfort in the forecast that the 
egg supply will grow faster than the popula- 
tion. Next year thé average American will 
have two or three eggs more than the 323 
eggs he will have eaten by the end of this 
year. We ourselves do our part in raising the 
average—two eggs for breakfast every day, 
not counting occasional omelets at luncheon 
and scrambled snacks late at night. That rou- 
tine has been going on for at least 30 years 
and must represent a personal consumption 
of more than 23,000 eggs. It is wonderful to 
think how many hens have worked so hard 
for us,

It is not certain that the Soviets in 
their new tests have gained military 
knowledge that would alter the bal- 
ance of deterrent power. If the United 
States jumped in with air tests right 
away, it would seem to verify Khrush- 
chev's charges that he had to test be- 
cause the United States was planning 
to do so. It would appear that the 
United States military wanted to build 
up nuclear weaponry regardless of 
need and regardless of world opinion. 
In short, it would seem to prove to 
the neutrals that the two big atomic 
powers are on the same normal level. 

Thus it appears that the risk of hold- 
ing off new air tests is not severe. And 
the possible gain in the psychological 
war from letting the world contem- 
plate the behavior of Khrushchev may 
be large indeed, That includes allow- 
ing the news to sift through the Com- 
munist closed societies for several 
weeks. 

Cold war strategy requires cool heads 
and refusal to be panicked into rash 
action. It would be a mistake to fol-

Between Book Ends Pho Are the Barbarians? 


BARBARIAN’S COUNTRY, by Jean 
Hougron, (Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, 
256 pgs., $3.95.) 


Here is a vivid story of today’s Viet 
Nam, no longer the fabled golden land 
but ‘‘a torrid physical and emotional 
climate ready to explode into violence 
at any moment.” 

Philippe Couvray, young French Co- 
lonial firebrand, born and reared in 
this climate, has been estranged from 
his family since he was 15, because of 
his pacifist and freedom-for-the-people 
ideas. He is surprised and challenged 


(also suspected) when his father is - 


murdered and he finds himself heir to 
one of the richest estates in North 
Viet Nam—heir too to plenty of trou- 
ble since the Red guerrillas are at that 
very moment attacking his copper 
mines. 

Determined to put his theories to the 
test. Philippe, completely inexperi- 
enced, takes charge. He decides to 
evacuate the 1200 coolies to a nearby 
fortified city, thus outraging the 
French manager, who is “‘an officer of 
the old Guard, digging trenches as 
they did in 1914, carrying on a little 
Verdun of his own—prepared to hold 


the mines to the last drop of coolie 
blood.” 

During the evacuation, however, the 
Reds attack. He loses many men, and 
when they finally arrive in a cold rain, 
all sullen, women and babies wailing, 
no one seems to regard him as a 
savior, but as a bungler. 

The townsfolk, resentful of another 

influx of refugees, refuse help of any 
kind. White officials are equally un- 
interested, Philippe buys blankets for 
the unhappy lot with his own money. 
The military force the coolies into 
service. 
Now, fully disillusioned, he sees this 
struggle in a new light. Whites fight- 
ing the Reds, not for freedom, but 
for possession of the rich copper and 
coffee concessions; whites fighting 
whites for posts of authority; Laotians, 
Annamites, Tonkinese, fighting each 
other—as they had been for a thousand 
years—not caring who was in power, 
wanting only to have a place to stay, a 
straw hut, a blanket, a cup of rice, a 
pipe of opium. 

Out in front of the Franco-Siam Club 
—once the swank meeting place of the 
Colonial lords—he sees “a pack of 


mongrels fighting over kitchen refuse 
—my father had always had them shot, 
hating their barking and cringing 
ferocity. Now they were multiplying 
and I saw in them a symbol. How 
many years would it take for the Couv- 
ray empire to be absorbed back into 
the Asian jungle?” 

During the guerrilla fighting of the 
next days he finds shelter with many 
of his father’s old friends, some Co- 
lonials, some native, who tell him of 
those days when the Colonists were 
first wresting their empire from this 
steaming jungle under conditions very 
like those of today. Philippe begins to 
know his father. 

This book, translated from the 
French by Geoffrey Sainsbury, has a 
Somerset Maugham tropical flavor. Its 
author, who lives in the Orient, a win- 
ner of the Grand Prix du Roman 
French Academy Award, reflects the

Sam (The Rifle) Etcheverry 
tried his hand at the football 
Cardinals’ version of the shot- 
gun attack, and he winged a 
couple of touchdowns.

But before the Henny Pennies 
of this world become too fear- 
ful, it is wise to recall that these 
things happen every once in a 
while in the N.F.L. 

Remember how the Lions 
themselves were bounced by 
San Francisco, 49-0? And just 
yesterday six-game loser Los 
Angeles ambushed the 4ers. 
Only a week ago Baltimore, the 
Cardinals’ next opponent, 
whacked the Packers, 45-21, and 
yesterday the Colts were taken 
by the seven-game losers, the 
Minnesota Vikings. 

Unfortunately, with five week- 
ends left on the N.F.L. regular- 
season schedule, the 4-5 Cardi- 
nals now have little chance of 
enjoying, at close range, the 
eastern division title scrap.

Blushing Rushing 


A year ago Missouri U. had 
one of the most devastating 
running games among the na- 
tion’s colleges and the Car- 
dinals’ ground attack led the 
National Football League. 


Now, Ol’ Mizzou couldn't 
rush past a little old lady ata 
department-store ribbon coun- 
ter. And the only thing the 
Big Red can grind out. is the 
fillings in managing director 
Walter Wolfner’s gnashing 
teeth. 

Sure, the professionals miss 
John David Crow, perhaps the 
best all-round offensive back 
in the league, and the colle- 
gians do indeed miss the out- 
side running speed of Mel 
West and Norris Stevenson. 

But there’s more to it, in 
each case, than the flying feet 
and battering shoulder of a 
ball-carrier or two or three. 

As each week proves more 
clearly, both the Cards and 
the Tigers miss the offensive 
line blocking they enjoyed a 
year ago when Missouri had 
perhaps its finest team in his- 
tory and the Big Red was 
probably best in the Eastern 
Conference the second half of 
the season. 


Making Ends Meet 


Defensively strong a year 
ago, Missouri apparently 
yields even more _ stubbornly 
this season, particularly 
against enemy rushing. The 
Tigers shut out Minnesota, 
now contending for the na- 
tional championship again, and 
have allowed only six touch- 
downs in eight games, two in 
one contest—to California. 

By contrast, after averaging 
27.4 points a game last year, 
the Tigers have tallied at a 
rate that is as high as 10.7 
only because they scored 28 
points against Washington 
State in the season’s opener. 

Maybe they don’t have a 
runner as determined as Don- 
nie Smith, though an able- 
bodied Norm Beal runs with 
the fury, if not the size, of a 
giant. They lack the low-slung 
West’s ability to pick a hole 
and dart through for first-down 
yardage. And, of course, 
Stevenson’s ability to go all the 
way on the reverse. 

They miss just as much, it 
seems, the blocking Carbon- 
dale’s Mike Langan provided 
at center and especially the 
blocking of their great ends, 
two of whom — All-America 
Danny LaRose and Gordon 
Smith—were good enough to 
make the grade professionally 
this fall.

Painful Contrast 


Similarly Detroit’s crisp and 
effective line blocking con- 
trasted painfully with the Card- 
inals’ inconsistent and often 
ineffectual offensive play up 
front in yesterday’s 45-14 game 
at Busch Stadium. 

Injuries, of course, have hurt 
the Big Red in the line as they 
have in the backfield. The 
most severe was the pre-season 
dislocated kneecap that has 
sidelined Ken Panfil practically 
all the fall. And yesterday 
when Don Gillis was hurt, the 
Cards missed their regular 
center’s blocking and, because 
they had gone into a tailback- 
type spread formation, his 
strong and true snapback of 
the ball. 

Professional football teams 
don’t like to afford the luxury 
of a full-fledged second offen- 
sive center, any more than 
baseball clubs care to carry a 
third-suring catcher. Centers

THE FIRST REALLY CHILLY 
day of autumn seems to auto- 
matically trigger thoughts of 
pork with its rich, full flavor so 


Pork a Favorite in Cool Weather; Hints on How to Serve It at Its Best 


perfectly attuned to heartier ap- i 


petites. From thrifty hocks to 
de luxe tenderloin, pork will 
have special appeal from now 
until spring. 

In last Thursday’s marketing 
column we pointed out that al- 
thought bargains are to be found 
in certain cuts of other meats, at 
the present time pork is perhaps 
the most reasonably priced of 
the red meats on an over-all 
basis. 


Nor is its timeliness limited to 


its appetite appeal in cooler 
weather and its. attractive 
prices; it also has the virtue of 


combining well with such other 
autumn favorites as apples and 
sauerkraut. 

Pork is equally compatible 
with the ‘‘sweets” (such as fruits 
and glazes) and’ the “sours” 
(such as the traditional sauer- 
kraut). It also is congenial with 
many seasonings. For example, 
consider these interesting vari- 
ations in cooking either a shoul- 
der or loin pork roast. 

1. Rub the meat with salt, pep- 
per and a little ginger or sage 
before. roasting. 

2. About half an hour before 
the roast is done, pour over it 
a mixture of undiluted frozen 
orange juice sweetend with a 
little brown sugar. 

3. Rub the meat with a mix- 
ture of one tablespoon salt, one 
tablespoon paprika, and one 
tablespoon dry mustard. 

Vegetable combinations to 
serve with toast pork are many 
and varied, A few popular com- 
bos include parslied potatoes 
with buttered peas, honey-glazed 
sweet potatoes with green string 
beans, baked squash with Har- 
vard beets, buttered rice with 
diced carrots, and canned or 
frozen corn with broccoli. 


(For other suggestions for 
menus planned around pork, 
see separate story elsewhere 
on this page). 


NO PARTICULAR culinary skill 
is necessary in cooking pork but 
there are, of course, hints which 
will assure that it is served 
at its juicy best .Perhaps the 
two most important points are 
that pork always should be 
cooked well done, and that it 
is essential to beware of drying 
out the meat. 


A few basic suggestions from 
that final authority on meat, the 
National Livestock and Meat 
Board, include the following: 


“All cuts of pork are tender, 
there fore all large or chunky 
cuts, both fresh and cured, may 
be cooked by roasting. Fresh 
pork usually is roasted at 350 
degrees, and cured pork at 300 
degrees. 


“Pork chops, cutlets, sliced 
fresh ham or shoulder and sliced 
pork liver are best if cooked by 
braising rather than by broiling, 
panbroiling ‘or griddle-broiling. 
Braising cooks them well done 
without drying them out. They 
also may be cooked by frying. 


“Sliced cured ham and bacon 
may be broiled, panbroiled or 
griddle broiled. Ham also may 
be panfried, and bacon may be 
panfried, deep-fat fried or oven- 
cooked (on a rack in an open 
roasting pan at 325 degrees F.) 

“Pork always should be well 
done. The cooked lean of fresh 
pork should be grayish white 
without even a tinge of pink.” 


SO MUCH for generalities; now 
let’s get down to specifics. Would 
you like to serve a blade end 
pork loin roast like the one 
pictured on this page with its 
colorful garnish of apricot halves 
and parsley? 

If you have your meat retailer 
loosen the backbone, you can 
easily remove it after roasting 
for easier carving. 

Place the roast, fat side up, on 
a rack in an open roasting pan. 
Do not cover and do not add 
water, 


A meat thermometer will make 
it easy for you to know when 
the roast is done. Insert it so the 
bulb of the thermometer rests in 
the center of the thickest part, 
but not in fat or on bone. 

Roast in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) until the thermometer 
registers 185 degrees F., the in- 
ternal temperature of the roast. 
A center cut loin roast will re- 
quire 35 to 40 minutes per pound, 
the end roasts 45 to 50. 

To carve a blade end roast, re- 
move the blade bone before 
bringing the roast to the table.

Alfred E. Pearlman, president 
of the New York Central, shied 
away from merger negotiations 
with the Pennsy after Robert R. 
Young died, and then fought the 
proposed Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway’s effort to get control of 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the 
three-way unification of the Nor- 
folk & Western, Nickel Plate, 
and Wabash. 


Yet, to most railroad an- 
alysts, the only solution for 
railroads in the East has been 
consolidation — making the 
most of the traffic that must 
move by rail and eliminating 
excess track and trains. Now 
Perlman is joining James M. 
Symes, Pennsylvania  chair- 
man, in seeking ICC approval 
of a merger plan. 

But it’s a long, long road to 
consolidation. There will be 
opposition — from towns and 
cities that will lose terminals, 
routes, and taxes. Labor unions 
will resent the loss of jobs. And 
professional opponents of big- 
ness will object to a merger of 
the two largest railroads in the 
East. 


Wall Street’s Anticipation. 
Symes and Perlman have a 


major persuasion job on their 


hands, Their principal argu- 
ment: Only by optimum econo- 
mies, only by eliminating waste, | 
will a private railroad system | 
be able to survive. And only if

Seeing Moonlight. 

So long as the railroads—a 
vital sector of American enter- 
prise—are on Shaky Street, Wall 
Street will be shaky, too. That's 
why the market, despite the 
glow of the golden 60s, has 
acted. strangely most of. this 


The rails, still below their 
highs of 1959, are only 27 per 
cent above the recession lows 
of 1960. The industrials have 
climbed to apead in the Stan- 
dard & Poor’s average, up 35 
per cent from the recession 
bottom. The utilities—the sup- 
posedly conservative issues— 
advanced most strikingly—44 
per cent. In short, the rails 
have not “confirmed” the in- 
dustrials or utilities.

How Tragedy Hit Lehigh Valley—Some of Area’s 29 Victims Enlisted Because They Couldn’t Find Jobs 
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NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP), 
IT’S EASY to figure out what you’ve done in life. 
“Nou probably can write the important things down on a 
@mall piece of paper. 

But if you want to really spend an interesting evening, 
here’s something to do. 
Sit down with a notebook 
and scribble in it all the 
things you haven’t done in 
life — things you might 
have fretted yourself 
gray-haired over to ac- 
complish, but which some- 
how you didn’t get around 
to. 

They might tell you 
more about what kind of 
a human being you are 
than the things you have 
done.

BETHLEHEM, Pa., 
Nov. 13 (UPI). 

TO THE WHOLE of the Lehigh 
Valley praying was all there was 
to do for the 29 local boys who 
went off to the Army last 
Wednesday morning and died in 
the crash of a plane that night 
at Richmond, Va. 

West street, a not-too-prosper- 
ous place, but neat and clean, 
houses working families—and it 
houses in one block the most 
concentrated tragedy of the re- 
gion. Two brothers and their 
buddy who lived there were 
among the 77 dead—74 recruits 
and three members of the plane’s 
crew. 


It was so quiet in the small 
second-floor apartment of 348 
West street next day that you 
could hear the bubbling of the 
water in the tank of tropical 
fish. 

Mrs. Joseph J. Kibli Jr., sat 
on a couch saying slowly, almost 
to herself: ‘Why?’ Pause. 
“Why?” Pause. ‘“‘Why Stevie 
and Joey?” 

Joseph John Kibli III, 23 years 
old, and Stephen Michael Kibli, 
19, were handsome boys who 
liked to dance and go to football 
games and wrestle. 

“Stevie was his father’s boy, 
always mauling him. Joey was 
always mauling me,” the mother 
said. ‘“‘It seemed like something 
was different here for the last 
three weeks. You could almost 
feel the affection from the boys 
—and this was long before they 
decided to enlist.”’ 


Her husband said: “I never 
was what you would call senti- 
mental with the boys, but I no- 
ticed somthing different recent- 
ly. Stevie worked with me for 
three days in the metal process- 
ing plant and we got real close, 
getting up and getting breakfast 
together and driving off to 


work,”’ 

The boys both worked briefly 
at the Lansdale plant and then 
were laid off. They looked 
“high and low but couldn’t find 
a job, so a week ago they de- 
cided to enlist.’ 

Five doors down the street is 


the home of Leroy Walter 


Kranch Jr. It is a two-story 


frame home with a three-foot 
wire fence. 


Young Kranch had 
known the Kibli boys most of his 
life. In nigh school he took a ma- 
chine shop course, but dropped 


out. He tried various odd jobs, 
when he could get them, but just 


could not find steady work. 


He was “disgusted,” his father 
said, and decided to enlist. He 
phoned from Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
Wednesday ‘“‘all excited’”’ that he 
was in the Army. Wilkes-Barre 
was where the boys from this 
area boarded the plane. 


The Allentown - Bethlehem- 
Easton area is industrial, but 
includes rich farming land and 
dairy farms. It is not a de- 
pressed area but there is 
about 6 per cent unemploy- 
ment. Most of the boys who 
were killed in the crash were 
unable to get work. 


Thirteen of the Lehigh Valley 
dead were trom Bethlehem, four 
from Easton, one from Allen- 
town, the others from smaller

towns in the region. 

Five miles to the north of 
Bethlehem, across the farmland 
and limestone quarry land, is 
the older town of Nazareth, two 
of whose sons were killed. Oth- 
er Biblical names hereabouts 
include Bath and Emmaus. 

But as the season of Thanks- 
giving and the Nativity draws 
near, the mood of much of the 
valley is near that of Geth- 
semane. 

“The town is just limp—that’s 
all,” said John Strohmyer, edi- 
tor of the Bethlehem Globe- 
Times. 

Limp, too, was the New Jer- 
sey town of Passaic which lost 
‘4 young men in the crash. 
The town of Clifton, also in New 
Jersey, lost five of its sons. 


In all, 26 men from New Jer- 
sey were killed, and the people 
in their home towns searched for 
some way to express their sad- 
ness, some way to answer their 
grief. 

Flags were flown at half staff. 
A veterans parade was planned 
in Clifton for the boys who had 
no chance to become veterans. 
Passaic high schools scheduled 
their own memorial services for 
their former students who had 
felt so grown up when they took 
the Army oath hours before 
boarding the fated plane. 


There were snow flurries in 


Bethlehem, and the wind whipped 


chilly gusts across the colonial 
Dutch housetops, the massive 
Germanic style public buildings 
of the Moravian settlers, and 
the neat row-houses and double 
homes in the dark hours before 
the 6 a.m. dawnlight last Thurs- 
day. 

Those hours, starting at about 
4 a.m., were when the news fil- 
tered in by radio. The scene, with 
the cold and the light whisking 
snow, was—in the night hours 
before the impact of the news 
brought a scurry of activity— 
very quiet.

IT IS NOT SURPRISING that 
in every country where bridge 
is played — and that means 


practically every country in the 
world — different systems of 
bidding develop. 

This is nowhere brought out 


more forcibly than in the world 
championship events that are 
staged every year. 

Take this hand which arose 
in the match between Italy and 
the United States in 1957. North- 
South were, respectively, Ava- 
relli and Belladonna. They use 
the Roman Club system — with 
which, we hasten to add, they 
are very successful. 

Avarelli opened with a heart. 
He could not bid a club because 
that would show, in their sys- 
tem, either 4-3-3-3 or 4-4-3-2 dis- 
tribution, or else a very strong 
hand. 

Belladonna responded two dia- 
monds, rather than a spade, be- 
cause in the Roman method the 
shorter suit is generally bid first 
when the responder has a good 
hand. 

Avareilli then bid three clubs, 
identifying a five-card suit, and 
Belladonna went to three no- 
trump. The spade suit, peculiar- 
ly enough, was never men- 
tioned. 

All these bids were rather 
contrary to the American style, 


“A neighbor lady came over at 
four o'clock,” said Vince Bowen, 
“and told us my buddy, Albert 
Andreas, had his name on the 
radio as one of those killed. I 
went right down to stay with his 
mother, she’s getting along in 
age, and his brother and sister. 

“When he left, Albert says,

Bowen, who had worked with 
Andreas for a_ tree-trimming 
firm, stood disconsolately on the 
street in the cold, his blue sweat- 
shirt open on his bare neck, his 
little pin stripe cap at a rakish 
angle, his blue jeans soiled and 
wrinkled. 


“Albert was the godfather of 
my child, Vincent Jr., who is one 
year old. Albert just turned 23 
Monday. He was a good kid and 
everybody liked him. A lady at 
the grocery store was even cry- 
ing.”’ 

In Easton, as in Bethlehem, it 
was agreed that this was the 
biggest and most shocking peace- 
time tragedy in the region’s his- 
tory. The Bethlehem Globe- 
Times discarded the Bill Mauldin 
cartoon on its editorial page and 
ran in its space, inside a black 
border, the names of the town’s 
dead, 


Its leading editorial said: 
“The lives which these young 
men gave before they ever 
donned a uniform is one of 
the ironic tragedies of the cold 
war. While they were headed 
for duty as part of a tactical 
military buildup which is des- 
tined to save us from a hot 
war, their death is a grim re- 
minder that there is no such 
thing as a ‘bloodless war.’ ” 


There were no prominent fami- 
lies involved. Most of the dead 
were from working-man fami- 
lies.

The Lehigh river, an industrial 
stream, runs down from the 
north and splits the eastern end 
of Allentown, then makes a turn 
due east and bisects Bethlehem 
and runs on northeast through 
Easton. 

You cannot tell where Allen- 
town, a city of 115,000, ends and 
Bethlehem (76,000) begins. 
Easton (35,000) is 11 miles east 
of Bethlehem. 

Nazareth, a town of 5500, is a 
cement-making town, whefe 
limestone dust comes out of the 
stacks and the women get up at 
dawn to sweep their porches and 
walks. 

About one person in every 15 


in Bethlehem is a member of 
the Moravian church, which be 
gan as a Protestant movement 
in Europe in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, 60 years before Martin 
Luther’s Reformation. The Mora- 
vian brethren, skilled artisans, 
clergymen, noblemen, and uni- 
versity graduates, established a 
community here in 1742, 

The Moravian influence on the 
culture of Bethlehem is extreme- 
ly marked—symphony orchestra, 
Bach choir, Moravian college. 
The town now is engaged in a 
historic architectural program to 
restore their huge buildings, 
many of which have been in use 
since long before the American 
Revolution. 

Bethlehem Steel, which em- 
ploys 20,000 here, is a big in- 
fluence, as are the college com- 
munity, which includes Lehigh 
University, and the immigration 
influx of the early 1900s from 
middle Europe. The second gen- 
eration of these immigrants now 
are emerging as community 
leaders. 

On South Mountain the “Star 
of Bethlehem” soon will be shin- 
ing again for the Christmas 
season. And down in town, at 
the intersections, stars festooned 
with lights are being strung up 
over the streets. 

The event that gave the town 
its name will bring the same old 
poignant joy in its anniversary— 
but another event, when the pink 
cloud and ball of fire lighted the 
area near the Richmond airport, 
will keep heavy the spirits of 
those that remained behind in 
29 homes.

From the Marines 


PARIS, Nov. 13. 

NOW THAT MAJ. GEN. EDWIN A. WALKER has resigned 
from the Army the truth can be told as to why we left the 
United States Marine Corps in 1945. only 16 years before 
retirement. We resigned because we were admonished and 
Prae g removed from command of 
- ~  @ barbershop cleaning de- 

tail at Cherry Point, N.C., 
when we tried to indoctri- 
nute our men in the poli- 
tics in which we believed 
and which we believed 
our men should believe in. 
The Defense Department 
saw fit to criticize us for 
these actions and wanted 
to transfer us to command 
of a salt water shower de- 
tail in Hawaii. But rather 
than work under little men 
who in the name of the 
country punish loyal serv- 
ice to it, we decided to 
leave the Marines and for- 
feit all the benefits we had 
built up in our four years 
as Pfc., to do what we 
ART BUCHWALD found it impossible to do 
in uniform. 

Early in our career we discovered our first sergeant was a 
Communist, our commanding officer was a Communist. the 
commander of the base a Communist, the Secretary of the 
Navy was a Communist and the President of the United 
States as well as all members of Congress were Reds. 


"We felt we had to impart this information to our 
men as they thought the enemy was the Japanese, 
when in fact the real enemy was not the people we 
were fighting but the people at home who had infil- 
trated all the high places of government. 


We tried to speak out against these people, we tried to 
tell our men to vote against them in the elections, we tried 
to show them that a democracy could only survive with a 
strong military government in command of the situation— 
and for this were censored and our rights encroached on by 
the executive branch of the*government, who criticized us for 
speaking the truth in accordance with conviction and con- 
science. 

In defeat it turned out we were in good company. Ten 
million men in the armed services quit at the same time we 
did, mostly because they couldn’t stomach being censored and 
ordered around by little men. 


There is no use going into the details of our 
court-martial. All we said while sweeping up hair in 
the barber shop was that our first sergeant had a beer 
bottle for a head and a gas bag for a stomach. We 
didn’t realize he was getting a shave at the time. 


In typical Communist fashion he took exception to this 
description and we decided the best thing to do was leave 
the service and go. into civilian life where we could express 
these opinions without fear of getting 30 days mess duty. 

So our sympathies are with Gen. Walker. We know how 
hard it is to say what you want to say in the military, because 
even in military barber shops there can be subversive elements 
ready to discourage anyone who wants to communicate his 
ideas to men under his command. 
that Gen. Walker doesn’t have any 
he can hunt Communists to his heart's content.

Abdominal Exercises

Be sure to 
keep the knees straight throughout this exercise.

WHEN I WAS practicing medi- 
cine I always tried to postpone 
the removal of tonsils as long as 
possible, but if it became neces- 
sary | liked to do the operation 
under local anesthetic. I found 
that I could operate on my girl 
patients easily by the time they 
were I2 years of age; they 
would sit up with their mouths 
open like hungry baby robins 
and actually seemed to get a 
great kick out of the procedure.

He hung on until I was about 
through and then gasped, ‘‘Doc, 
can | faint now?” 

His wife snapped, ‘‘Yes, you 
big baby, go ahead and faint.” 
He promptly did, and as he fell 
he cut his head on the base of 
the stove and it took several 
stitches to repair the damage. | 
put in the stitches without any 
anesthetic whatever; he was too 
far gone to notice pain. He was 
six feet tall and weighed 200 
pounds, so | let him lie there 
until he was able to get up 
himself.

About Blood Clots 


DEAR DR, MOLNER: Can a blood clot travel? I have 


had one for two months. My doctor gives me a drug to melt | 


the clot, but nothing has happened so far. MRS. J.F. 


But often they don’t. 
Let’s say that a clot 
forms and blocks 
(either wholly or par- 
tially) an artery some- 
where in the body. 
By shutting off cir- 
culation through the 
artery, it can do dam- 
age wherever it is. 
It can be painful 
in the leg. It can be 
more dangerous by 
far if it lodges in an 
artery in the brain 
(a “‘stroke’’) or in an

heart muscle (a “heart attack.’’) 


bid anes Gets can travel. 


Usually a clot will become fixed and not move from its 
position. If it is dislodged and moves along inside the artery, 
i may become caught somewhere else and perhaps do more 
damiage than it did the first time, depending on the location. 

Formerly we couldn’t do much about a clot, except wait 
and hope, and try to keep the patient relatively quiet to pre- 
vent it from moving on. 

In the last few years drugs (anti-coagulants) have been in 


use. I would not say that they “melt” a clot, but they do | 
They also prevent other | 


prevent it from becoming larger. 
blood cells from adhering to the clot. 

If you can, with these drugs, prevent the clot from be- 
eoming worse, then nature has a far better chance or grad- 
ually absorbing it and rendering it harmless. 


When you say that after two months of the drugs 
nothing has happened, you are misleading yourself. 
The fact that nothing has happened is good news, and 
the implication is that you are in safe condition. You 
may still have a sore or lame area (again it depends 
on the location) but the fact that it has not become 
worse, and has not caused trouble somewhere else, is 
an indication that the clot is fixed or gradually being 
absorbed. This doesn’t happen in a hurry. The for- 
tunate thing is that it prevents a clot from becoming 
bigger, and prevents new clots from forming 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Can one build resistance to colds 
by taking medicine and shots? A.G. 


Just building general health is the only way. 
Enough sleep, enough exercise, a balanced diet. Flu 
vaccine may prevent many colds due to one of the 
influenza viruses.

IN MY LATEST COLUMN I 
wrote about snobbishness, about 
its prevalence in every level of 
society.

I deplore about them: their ex- 
clusiveness, false values, snob- 
bishness and competition. But 
those things are not peculiar to 
sororities, nor will you diminish 
them on any campus by an- 
nihilating sororities. 


Every organization in the 
world is liable to those faults— 
every college faculty, military 
post, literary society and church. 
If you read the Book of St. 
James in the New Testament 
you will see that he had to warn 
the. early church members 
against discrimination in favor 
of the well-dressed! 


Those faults represent the 
seamy side of human nature. 
That does not mean that we 
have to resign ourselves to 
them. It means that we have 
to fight them within ourselves 
and within our organizations 
day by day, year after year, 
for there can be no final vic- 
tory. 


And the student leaders of the 
sororities do work constantly at 
reform. They are in general 
idealistic and high-minded girls 
for whom I have a great respect. 


Any large mass of people such 
as you find on a_ university 
campus will break down for 
social purposes into small 
groups, little concretions of like- 
minded individuals.

that were under strict national 
supervision, groups whose mem- 
bership was not clandestine and 
whose standards were clearly 
defined. 


I do not wish to imply that 
sorority membership is essen- 
tial to a girl’s success or happi- 
ness in college. I can remember 
too well many girls who achieved 
distinction and popularity with- 
out it. 

I remember others who were 
conspicuously helped by a soro- 
rity. I have talked to thought- 
ful women who are deeply grate- 
ful. ‘Without the sorority I 
should never have achieved any- 
thing at college,’ said one. 
“More than any other secular 
organization to which I have 
belonged, the sorority helped me 
to find myself,”’ said another. 
Many a young wife who has had 
to move with her husband to a 
strange city has found an im- 
mediate welcome in the alumnae 
group of her sorority. 


During the campus years the 
sorority is the one organiza- 


tion that brings seniors and 
freshmen together, not to men- 
tion sophomores and juniors, 
so that any girl knows inti- 
mately a group from each of 
the seven years—the three 
ahead of her, and later the 
three below her. On the cam- 
pus where there are no such 
organizations, a girl forms 
part of a small clique which 
she finds as best she can and 
goes through the four years 
knowing only her own age 
group.

and ride herd on their studies. 
The older girls also profit from 


the arrangement; they grow in | 


maturity through assuming re- 
sponsibility for their younger 
sisters.

If anybody 
thinks that I am opinionated, 
may I answer that I have earned 
the right to be; I worked with 
sororities for 28 years. There 
were rare occasions when I un- 
derstood Nero, who is supposed 
to have said that he wished all 
Rome had just one neck, so that 
he could wring it. But most of 
the time I appreciated and re- 
spected them, and I was very 
indebted to them for the help

The sun’s equator takes 2414 
days to make a complete rota- 
tion. This fact has been learned 

by watching the motion of sun- 
| Spots. 

| In one complete turn, a sun- 
spot at the equator moves more 
than 2,700,000 miles. That figures 
out to 77 miles a minute. 

Spots many thousands of miles 
north or south of the sun’s equa-
